A news story in your May 28 
edition gave information regarding 
holiday pay provisions binding 
upon stores under contract with 
Retail Clerks Loc al 905, AFL, 
which was not correct and which 
misquoted the writer.

Most establishments operating 
under the Mercantile Agreement 
with Local 905 must remain closed 
on the severs 1 holidays designated 
in the contract. Those which may 
open for business, under the Mer­ 
cantile Agreement, are limited to 
the following: Drug stores, Flor­ 
ist's s h p p s and Confectionary 
stores, and they must pay double 
time to employees working on 
holidays. .

Liquor stores, under a separate 
agreement, must pay double time 
to employees working on the de­ 
signated holidays. Food stores, 
under still another agreement, 
must pay time and one-half in 
addition to straight time to all 
employees who work on the holi­ 
days designated in that contract.

Your past cooperation has been 
appreciated, and we hope you will 
be kind enough to print this cor­ 
rection.
